G. H. Anderson, who was at his 
S a rd in ia farm a few days ago, reports 
that the outlook for a good w heatcrop 
in that vicinity is very poor In many 
heads there seems to be but little or 
no good wheat and the result will be 
a very light yield. 
His observations 
seem to show that there will be no 
heavy yields in that locality and in 
many instances possibly not half a 
crop. 
Jerry Anderson, who is him 
self quiu* an extensive wheat grower, 
is of about the same opinion after ex­ 
am ining wheat fields northwest, 
west 
and south of Seymour. 
His judgment 
is that in these localities the wheat 
will be at least from twenty to twenty- 
live jier cent, short of an average 
crop. 
Others are more optornistic 
about tbi* prospects but if these men 
are right there will not be many twen 
ty-five or thirty bushels per acre re­ 
ports to com* in from tbeae localities.

Po sonous to Man U nsettled. 


" N atu ralists who recently visited tile 
M ojave desert iii Arizona say that titer** 
has beeu tm increase in the number of 
gila m on sters ill that region,” said Dr. 
A. B. Cedron of Prescott, A riz.: 
“T h ese lizards are of great interest to 
naturalists, fur in spite o f investigations 
authorities -till differ as to w hether the 
hit** of a gila monster is fata lly i*oison- 
ous. 
I have hod several instance* come 
under m y observation where men have 
been bitten by gila m onsters, but none 
ever died. 
Iii tin* c a te of ti gila m onster 
biting a guinea pig, how ever, the poison 
w a s fatal a few m inutes after th** guinea 
pigs had betjn bitten. 
T h e natives of the 
sou th w est, 
particularly 
the 
Indians o f 
M exico, sincerely believe that the Hit** 
o f a gila is fa tul to a hum an being aud 
tin* lizard is held in much a w e by them.

MYSTERIOUS TRAGEDY 


London Startled by a Double Political 


Assassination. 
london, July 2.— A startling double 
assassination, of a political character, 
occurred last night towards the con­ 
clusion of a public gathering at the 
Imperial Institute. 
An Indian student, 
whose name was not known, shot and 
killed Lieut. Col. Sir William Hutt 
Curzon WyJlie and Dr. Galas Lalcaca 
of Shanghai. 
W Ville, who had held 
important 
Indian 
appointments, fell 
dead on the spot. 
Dr. Lalcaca showed 
signs of life after he fell and was hur­ 
ried to St. George’s hospital, but on 
arrival h e r e It was found that he was 
dead. 
Those near the assassin held him 
until the arrival of the police. 
He had 
two revolvers, a dagger and a knife. 
All were new, and it is believed the 
crime was premeditated. 
The attack on Sir William occurred 
on a wide square leading to the stair­ 
case, which has been used as an over­ 
flow smoking room.

Lady Wyllh we re just prep arin g© de­ 
part when the former was approached 
by the Indian 
student 
One bullet 
shattered the right eye and another 
pierced rh- 
face Just below the left 
eye. 
Dr 
Laleaca was a Parsec, and 
from present evidence it would seem 
that he was shot accidentally. 
The as­ 
sassin. who is also a Parsec, is about 
twenty-five years old. 
He was cool 
and self-possessed after his arrest. He 
has maintained ail obstinate silence. 
The murderer was today identified as 
M ater Lelof Dhingari, 
He was ar­ 
raigned this morning in W estminster 
poii*-*- court and remanded tor one 
week. after 
being formally charged 
with willful murder. 
The prisoner ap- 
pjvared quite unconcerned.
